MOVE MAY BE BLOCKED AT CITY HALL 


Members of the ,counci] committee on gas, 
of], and electric light were aroused to indig- 
nation yesterday by the action of- the Chi- 
cago Telephone company in endeavoring to 
hasten thé installation of “ nickel first” 
service. 

Charges of breach of faith and of high 
-handed methods were made by.the aldermen 
on the ground that the corporation had vie- 
lated the agreement made with the commit- 
tee last Monday. They asserted that the 
main provision of this agreement could not 
have been misunderstood by the company. 

The committee consented to the installation 
of the “tick tick" service subject to three 
conditions. The first and most important ef 
these was that the change could be made 
wherever the subscribér’s consefit had been 
obtained. 

Send Out “Hurry Up” Notices. | 
\ Instead of obtaining consents wherever the 
change was to be made the cOmpany sent 
out notices to 12,000 subscribers not 
them that the change would be made un- 
less protests were sent post haste to its 
offices. Some estimates of the time al- 
lowed for the registering of protests fixed 
it at a half day. beqause of the usual closing’ 
of offices at noon on Saturday. Some of the 
letters bore the postoffice stamp of 2 p. m., 
Friday, and ponmaetes Sap Bn serious gb- |

The change went into effect promptly at 10 
‘ last night on three exchanges. 

“In consenting to the renewal). of the in- 
Staliation of the ‘nickel first’ s¢trvice. 
which it ‘previously had ordered stopped,”’ 
asserted one of the aldermen, “ the commit- 
teé demanded the approval! of the subsertb>r 
ads a pDrere te to the change. The 
company did not endeavor to obtain con- 
sents. Tt fixéd an extremely brief time limit 
for Objections. The committee placed the 
burden..on. the company. The company 
shifted it to the subscriber and allowed hima 
few hours tn which to record his objections.”’ 


Many Protests Received. 

At least a score of aldertnen received com- 
plaints of the company’s action. Among 
them. were several menibers of the “G. O. 
I.” committee. Ald. James B. Bowler, who 
advertised in Tus. Tarsvne acking that sub- 
scribers opposed to the new. service com- 
miunicate with him, received several protests 
inclosing copies of the company’s letter. He 
at once got Into action.

Zer> 
weather should be expected for tonight and 
tomorrow, according to latest reports from | 
the weather bureau. 

‘Moderating temperatures,”’ which the 
bureau predicted far the day,.did mot mean 
“the backbone of the cold wave is broken. ’ 
Prof. Cox, head bureau forecaster, apole 
gized to the city at night for the seeming 
ambiguity. 

Snow Delays Cold Blast. 


The text of the forecast follows: 

Light sndéwfalis the early part of teé- 
éay will hold in check a promised drop in 
temperature, but by nightfall a north- 
west wind will bring about a change and 
colder conditione will prevail. Tomorrow . 
is to be fair, with a continuation of the 
cola wave. Monday is to be fair and 
cold, brisk northwest wind erovening 
both days. , 

The mild period Chicago enjoyed extended 
through the western part of the United 
States and up into Canada. The thermometer 
scarcely fluctuated from the zero mark in 
Duluth, where it was 20 below on Friday. 
Chicago's twenty-four hour minimum was 
2 degrees below at 9 o'clock on Friday night, 
rising to 14 degrees above at 6 o'clock. yes- 
sya afternoon.

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A drop of one degree was officially re- |- 
ported at the close of the weather office at 
9:30 o'clock at night. To date the bureau 
report a temperature deficiency—a deficit 
of degrees below sero—of 35 degrees, a 
record that will be made of greater length 
by the return of minus temperatures today.

Gives Warnitig Against Lack ¢f Venti- 
lation in Zero Weather—Aleo Offers 
Cure for Chilblains. . 


Preventives of and remedies .for pneu- 
w.onia, chilblains. and froat bites. the three 
leading cold weather ills, are given in this 
week's issue of the Chicago health depart- 
ment bulletin issued yesterday. 

, Last week the bulletin predicted that there 
weuld be an increase in pneumonia.cases ae 
the reguit of the below sero temperature, not 
because frosty weather itself is dangerous, 
but becduse’ many to.escape the cold are 
prome to cloge up their houses. and keep out 
the fresh air, thus leaying an open field for 
the “dirty air’’ diseases, of which pnen- 
moni and tuberculosis are the most deadly.

OUTER HARBOR PLAN IN PERIL; 


CHICAGO MUST ACT QUICKLY. 


Provision for $3,000,000 Breakwater 
Not Covered in River Bill, Nearly 
Ready for Congress. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 13.—[Special.]—If 
Mayor Harrison's harbor commission wants 
the national government to build a $3,000,000 
breakwater and the proposed outer harber 
for Chicago and to codperate in other ways 
with the city on this project, immediate ac- 
‘tion is necessary, 

Congressman Gallagher of Chicago, a mem- 
ber of the rivers and harbors committee of 
the house, today said the only Chicago item in 
the river dill now being framed is $250,000 
for the maintenance of channels and break- 
waters. He informed Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works McGann that an appropriation fore 
$3,000,000 breakwater could not be included 
unless recommended by the army engineers. 

‘The war department engineers have com- 
pleted a survey of Chicago harbor possibili- 
ties which soon is to be made public. It is 
said on good authority thet the report will 
not represent the possibilities in a favorable 
light. 

At the suggestion of Mr. Gallagher, Com- 
missioner McGann telegraphed the mayor to- 
day that efforts must be made to induce Col. 
Zinn, the government engineer at Chicago, 
to recommend the building of the $38,000,000 
breakwater in connection with the outer har- 
bor. Unless this recommendation can be 
‘obtained, the river and harbor will pass 
without the appropriation and ~ whole 
arose will be MOR BAAS. until next year.

“The ' United States expends billions in 
fighting. crime,”” said Mrs. Bowen, “and 
we know that between 3,978 and 4,000 chil- 
@ren pass through the Juvenile court each 
year.. 

“ The Juvenile Protective association has 
divided the city into fourteen districts with 
@ paid officer for each district supported by 
a local league of prominent citizens. In 
some districts lunch rooms for working girls 
are provided and in others we have stopped 
the giving away of food by restaurants to 
children between the hours of 2 and 4 in 
the morning. Censorship has also been 
placed on moving Pictures and dance halis. 


‘Opposes “Ratllroading” of Boys. 

"We demand the abolition of saloone in 
dance halis. We now have a socia! worker 
at one of the dance halls whose expenses 
are paid by the darice hall keeper. Dance 
halls shoulda be under authority of the state. 
We are investigating the ratiroading of boys 
to prisons and jails. ~ 

“We advocate a recreation commission of 
seven citizens to provide for parks and other 
places of recreation. Recreation is the anti- 
toxin of GeMnquency, and is the only thing 
to cure thie disease.

Congressmen Offer Bills for Two 
Chicago Branch Postoffices. 


| NEEDED BY CITY’S PEOPLE. 


One Proposed for Lake View and Other | 
A 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT} 
Weshington, D. C., Jan. 13.—[Special.}— 
Two branch postoffices for Chicago—one for 


Lake View and another for Englewood—are | 


proposed in bills introduced in the house of 
representatives today. The bill for the north 
side structure was presented by Congress- 
man Foss and that for the south side by 
Congressman Madden. 

The Chicago representatives beHeve aux- 
iMary receiving and distributing mail cénters 
will be needed by the horth and south sides 
by the time the proposed west side branch 
office is established. Such an arrangement 
will be necessitated by the growth of the 
city and by the increasing congestion of in- 
coming and outgoing mail. ° 

In addition it is asserted that each of the 
three sections of the city is gradually be- 
coming a city in itself, largely dependent on 
itself, and the congresamen believe the aux- 
iiary postoffices will form municipal cen- 
ters around which business will develop. 

For each building and site an appropria- 
tion of $1,500,000 is asked. No exact locations 
are named, but for the south side Congress- 
man Madden has in mind Sixty-third street 
near the Englewood railway station. Con- 
greseman Foss would have the north side 
station built between Belmont and Wileen 
avenues. 

It is asserted these branches would save 
an hour in the delivery of mail for the respect- 
ive sections of the city and a large proportion 
of postal business could be handled without 
going to the main office.

“It is lately said that it ie the genera) 
tendency in every country on earth that the 
poor people suffer from advance of the food 
prices, but aes we take it, there is no other 
country where people have to pay so much 
for their daily foodstuff in proportion to 
their every Gay earning as we do in this 
country. 

First Class Nation, Hungry People. 

“No wonder, to be ‘free from hunger ’ is 
the highest goal of life for the great ma- 
jority of our multitude. Our petty states- 
men, however, would be constantly busy 
to know how could they rob the people more 
for keeping a bigger and bigger army and 
nevy in order to keep up the tones of a 
‘first claes nation’ of the world. A frst 
class nation with hungry, pale faced millions 
of people in it! We should much rather be 
a second or third clase nation with happier 
and better off people in it.” 

Evidently the Osaka Puck is not a sub- 
scriber to the English World, but it keeps 
tab on the rum of the cards and it voices a 
sentiment which grows daily in Japan, a 
sentiment which is flamed to anger as the 
people become conscious thet every branch 
of the Japanese gqvernment is honeycombed 
with graft, favoritism, and corruption, that 
cabinets are but cliques representative of no 
party or ideal, tight corporations: which, 
when discontent growe too loud, pass the 
good thing along to their friends who are 
birds of the same feather. 


Lady Warwick Considering Three Offers 
to Go on Tour of Large Cities 
in America.

THE TRUST QUESTION~—IV. 

“Hard cases make bad law” is a legal 
saying, and yet flaws must be framed to do 
justice to ‘all parties in as many different 
circumstances as possible. 

A lawyer, having met the following set 
of facts in his practice, brings it forward as 
a typical example of the hard working of 
the Sherman anti-trust law. 

During a time of unusual prosperity four 
coal mines were opened in a western state 
and engaged in interstate trade. O. these 
two belonged to large companies owning 
mines in different parts of the west, one be- 


fourth was the sole property of a man wh» 
invested in it the savings of a lifetime. 

For a few years all prospered. Then 
came the panic of 1907 and lax times fol- 
lowed. The demand for coal was less than 
the capacity of four mines. “The mines 
began to lose money. After enduring the 
loss: for some time, representatives of thé 
four mines niet to agree upon a limitation of 
output and to cease their cutthroat compe- 
tition. “They wished to avoid any offense 
against the law, and so called in a lawyer 
to advise them. The lawyer told them that 
to agree to apportion the territory supplied 
by these mines among the different pro- 
ducers, or to agreé upon the output of each 
mine, would be illegal and would subject 
them to jail sentences. He gave his opinion 
that.the four mines could be merged into 
one company without violating the law. 
None of the companies wished to do this. 
The mines owned by the large companies 
were covered by bond issues; the rich mine 
owner was able but not willing to sell; the 
poor mine owner acted as his own superin- 
tendent and could not afford to give up his 
salary. The mines ar still competing. It 
is probable that the users of coal are bene- 
fited from the competition while it lasts, but 
it cannot last long. The big companies are 
able to operate one mine at a loss during 
this enforced commercia] war. The rich 
mine owner is suffering. The poor mine

OPERA FOR THE ENGLISH. 

It is a matter of continuing rather than . 
new astonishment to find Mr. Oscar Ham- 
merstein accepting himself and, what is 
more, London accepting. him as pro- 
moting an evangel of operatic education 
for the English. 

In the center of this old Duropean civ- 
ilisation an opera house builder and opera

Courtenay Mansel, grandfather of the 
present baronet, had lived at least nine years 
with hig wife before going through the ec- 
clesiastical ceremony of marriage with her 
in England in 1840. During nearly: all of 
these nine years they had resided in Scot- 
Jand, and the fact that they had passed there 
as man and wife was sufficient, in the eyes 
of the law of Scotland, to constitute a legal 
marriage. There were several children born 
to the couple in Scotland, among them @ son, 
Edward Berkeley Mansel. _ 

But when the Mansel baronetcy became va- 
cant through the death of his cousin, Sir 
John Mansel, ninth of his line, it was Ed- 
ward Berkeley Mansel’s younger brother, 
Richard, born after his parents’ ecclesiasti- 
cal marriage, who succeded to the baronetcy 
and to the estates, on the plea of his elder 
brother Beware ” ne 


It was net until neasks sixteen years after 
Richard's death and the succession of his son 
Courtenay to the title that Col. Edward 
Berkeley Mansel managed, after a good dea! 
of dificulty, to obtain from the Court of Ses- 
sions in Scotland a declaration of marriage, 
establishing the fact that his father, Maj. 
Courtenay Mansel, had been, in the eyes of 
the. law, the legal husband of the applicant's 
mother during their residence in the north- 
ern kingdom prior te the ecclesiastical mar- 
riage ceremony, in England, and thet he 
himeelf, therefore, was the eldest and legiti- 
mate son of his. father. f 

Hig nephew, Sir. Courtenay—that is 
to say, the son of Sir Richard—was @ friendly 
party to the suit, and the only reason for the 
appeal to the courts was for the sake of op- 
taining recognition of the legitimacy of Col. 
Mansel and of hie ownership of the baron- 
etcy. then: vested in his nephew. 

Sir Courtenay surrendered ‘the title to’ his 
uncle, and his stepmother, the Gaiety ac- 
tress, Alice Lea, was likewise deprived of 
her title of Lady Mahsel, since her husband, 
Sir Richard, appears by the decree of the 
Scottish courts ‘to have held the baronetcy 


illegally.

A few: years later Col. Sir Edward Courte- 
nay died, and, as he had no chiliren of his 
own, the baronetcy returned to his nephew, 
while the colonel also left. him-his extensive 
property in recognition of the generous and 
honorable manner in which he had acted in 
connection with the surrender of the family 
honors. For Sir Courtenay had not awaited 
the action of the Court of Session at Bdin- 
burgh in granting the declaration of mar- 
riage before abandoning the use of the title. 

As soon as he became awere of the law in 
his right to the baronetcy he notified his 
uncle that he would refrain from thence- 
forth from using the prefix“ Bir” to ‘bis 
Christian name and that, far from contesting 
any legal action his, uncle might’ bring ‘te 
establish his right,- he would assist him fn 
the matter. 

Within the last. twelve months or so @ 
new developnient has arisen in the affair. 
The College of Arms in England, and the 
house of lords as supreme tribunal, have 
determined that, although the peculiar 
Scotch marriage laws were sufficient to ren- 
der legal the union between Maj. Courtenay 
Mansel and his wife prior to their eccie- 
siastical garriage, and to legitimize any 
children. born prior to their wedding, yet that 
no marriage law other than that of England 
could cover the succession to an English title, 
Consequently that, although the late Col, 
Sir Badward Manse) was legitimate according 
to the laws of Scotland, he was not entitied 
to the English bgrorietcy. This decision had 
the. effect of ving Sir Edward's widow 
‘of her title of “lady “ prefixed to ber sur- 
name . and of restoring it to. the. farmer 
Gatety. actress—namely: the stepmother of 
ne present baronet.

7 

Hirsch refers to an epidemic 

which began in December, 1173, and ex- 

tended throughout Italy, » and 
England.

This being so, the 
subject, ‘Grip and Colds,” resolves itselt 
into colds. 

Colds are due to infection with any one 
of. sevetal different bacteria. It was in 
1884 that Austin Fi.:nt, the then president 
of the American Medica! association, ad- 
vocated fhe contagiousness of colds. I 
remember the wave of derision with which 
this opinion was received. Yet no one 
doubts it at the present time. 

The most important of the infecting 
bacteria is the pneumococcus—the germ of 
pneumonia. Another of sbout equal im- 
portance .is the diphtheria bacillus. en 
there. come a- miscellaneous group of bac- 
teria.. The reason that pneumococcua and 
diphtheria bacillus are of such importance 
is.that they produce sore throats and colds

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Rothenstein Counsels Perfection 
as Standard for Museums of Art. 


wi Rothenstein, the English peinter, gave 
‘us a cotnsel of. perfection in at 
Fullerton, hall last ‘Tuesday. a 
‘with museums, he thought, is that they are 
endowed. by: rich‘ people, who place in them 
works of art which they like instead of things 
intrinsically good. . Nothing but the good, 
‘the true, and the beautiful was worthy of a 
pobdlic' gallery. The rough-and-tymble of 


. temporary exhibitions at the institute seemed 


to. him,. apparently, a desecration of the 
sacred name of art, and an offering of un- 
worthy and inferior ideals to the people. 
Doubtless the rebuke is deserved, as most 
rebukes are. American good nature invades 
even the realm of esthetics.and softens its 
austerities. We do not draw our lines sharp- 
ly enough; wé open our doors too wide; we 
hesitateto crush the bope of even the unde- 
serving. ,We compromise, we take what we 
can get, we do what we can today and bope 
for better tomorrow, all in a spirit of candid 
optimieni and unabasilied cheerfulness. , 
But,’-while accepting the rebuke, may ‘we 
not urge reasons enough for continuing plac- 
idiy on our blundering, democratic way?

Probably is the only way in which art 
could ever have found @ voice or place jn this 
community. The people never show an im- 
mediate aptitude for just and immaculate 
ideale; they have to be led by gentle grada- 
tions up tothem. Any museum which shopld 


offer only the perfect and absolute to the 


hard pressed, preoccupied American public 
would offer them in vain, keep them “in 
cold storage.” Such a museum, superior to 
popular and momentary needs and desires, 
existing for the instructed and elect, would 
become cold, empty and soulless, a-mere un- 
inhabited treasure house, as i many mu- 


seums are. 


‘The Art institute may be over-active, over- 
hospitable; overcrowded with passing exhibi- 
tions and students, but at least it is alive, 


There .is always something doing there, its 


galleries are usually crowded, it is reaching 
the people. If the temporary exhibitions are 
téo free, at least they try to offer a fair sum- 
mary of.contemporary achievement, to in- 
form us of what is going on.: And the per- 
manent collection endeavors to maintain a 
certain standard—according to our lights, of 
course, for expert knowledge is also rather 
relative than dbsolute, It ig reasonable to 


hope that as time goes on the standards will 


become more exacting. and will carry the 
public with them to a plane of loftier ideals.

Ol] paintings, drawings. and lHthographs 
by Mr. Roethenstein form one of the present 
temporary exhibitions, fillisig one of the 
smaller galleries and the south printroom. 
This artist is profoundly serious, a men of 
high ideals and loyalties. He has no respect 
for the second rate, desires bravely to be 
tried by the highest standards. 

It seems fair to take him at his word, and, 
trying him by high standards, to admit that 
he fails. He seems to be a painter rather 
by force of will than inmate aptitude. He is 
studious, taborious, sincere, theoretically 
sound; but never intuitive, spontaneous, in- 
spired. He paints ‘w he sees, doubtless, 
with thoroughness, deliberation, and bigh 
purpose; but unfortxmately sincerity and 
sound ethics never yet mede a great artist. 
There must be the magic|vision and the magic 
touch; that indefinable jnstinct. for rhythms 
and harmonies of lipe, color, feeling, which 
spme scapegrace may be born. with. some one 
quite unendowed , ethically. except, for his 
loyalty to his own Ye his own genius.

“resting” here in Chicago. And when an 
actor rays he is “ resting,’’ that is just an- 


other way of delicately informing ion friends 


that he is out of a job. 
Theee thousende of jobless actors sail 


actresses have descended upon Chicago from ’ 


the surrounding emall' towns where their 
companies have “ ¢jlosed.” Chicago ie the 


mecca of western theatrical -peopie, and’ 
they have come to Chicago in search of new, 


jobs. Many of the’ large companies that 
nave! been playing the loop theaters have 
closed within the last two weeks and there 
have added well known pames to the Het 
of the unemployed. 

You, of the regular job, ought to be thank- 
ful these days; even if you do have to ar- 
rive at the office at an almost unearthly 
hour, after arising in an icy room and run- 


ning a couple of blocks in the cold'in order: 


to catch an “L."” For even that is better 


than no job at all. \ 
Professionals of all sorts are ont of jobs, 


leading men, leading women, character ac-' 


tora and actresses, stock, musical comedy 
people, vaudeville people, and chorus girls. 
Actors and actresses whose names’ are fa- 
mous are willing to take small parts, if they 
cannot get the sort of leads they generally 
have. ’ All of the booking agents are being 
besieged daily by professionals who are will- 
ing to “ take anything” in order to tide over 
the season. 

At the American Music hall it Is reported 
that between twenty-five and fifty profes- 
sionals, many ef them well known, are ask- 
ing admisison to the ranks of “ Hanky 
Panky.” At the Lyric “ The Kiss Waltz " is 
receiving a similar demand, for nearly every 
one thinks he can succeed In musical-comedy, 
and musical comedy companies are larger 
and offer more opportunity. 

At least 500 chorus girls are out of work in 
Chicago. Many of the department storeg 
have been visited during the last few days 
by chorus girls who have decided that selling 
ribbons is more certain than singing and 
dancing. 

Around the theatrical hotels the scenes rer

NCE having learned the rudiments of 

‘any particular business or trade, 

ss often hard to break away, to find 

something entirely different, know- 

ing it is a case of again going through 
all the rudimentary instructions in the new 
vocation. This not only means an addi- 
tional amount of work and learning, but, as 
ie often the case, to start all over again, and 
at a lower salary. 

It is the dollar mark that keeps many & 
man in a position that he is not adapted for 
and for which he has no particular liking. 

Several years ago a young man who had 
learned all there was to learn in a small 
country dry goods store went to Chicago 
with the intention of making a big success 
fin the mercantile business. He had made a 
firm determination to become one of Chi- 
cago's big dry goods buyers. But after 
working back of the counter for three months 
in the new surrounding, where he had noth- 
ing but men’s furnishings to take care of, 
he changed his mind about wanting to cut a 
big figure in Chicago’s retail mercantile 
business. He did not like the idea of being 
» tled down to one department all the time.

Job in Dry Goods Store. 

To begin with, he left the employ of the 
retall store and took a position in a whole- 
gale dry goods store, where he could make 
use of his general knowledge of merchandise. 
After working two months in one department 
he asked to be transierred to another, always 
with the idea of getting a more thorough 
knowledge of merchandise. 

After eighteen months of this work the 
firm sent him on the road as a salesman, but 
here he encountered difficulties he had not 
looked for. It was an easy matter fo sell to 
eut of town merchants who came.to Chicago 
to do their buying, but trying to sell these 
game merchants while calling at their own 
stores was an entirely different proposition, 
and before two months had passed he was 
back in Chicago.

Treatment of Canned Goods, 

Now, as to the treatment of canned foods 
in order to make them palatable to the 
eater. Many persons do not relish them 
because they maltreat them as they would 
not think of handling fruits and vegetabies 


< Just gathered. The most skiliful canner 
‘dees not pretend to do more than to give . 


you cooked, unseasoned material to be pre- 
pared by yourself as vou may judge best. 

None of the canned foods should be turned 
directly from the just opened tin or glass 
into the saucepan, or the dish in which 


fruit is to be served. Open the jar several 


hours before cooking or servifg, and turn 
the contents into an uncovered dish. The 
air takes off the “close” taste inevitable 
to food that has been hermetically sealed 
You ‘aerate’ it by this simple process. 


“In my home we add sugar to canned 


fruit before sending it totable. It is usually 
teo tart for the palates of those who like 
“@gweet things sweet.” Cream is passed 
with peaches and berries after they are 


sugared. A delicious conserve is made by | 


turning the sirup from canned peaches, 
adding a cupful of sugar for a quart jar, 
and boliing the sirup for half an hour after 
the sugar is dissolved. Then pourit boiling 
hot over the peaches; cover closely, and do 
not use until next day. As the fruit is 
not cooked in the sirup it does not lose 
flavor. 

I asked my grocer last week the price of 
a certain brand of pickled peaches, aad was 
told “80 cents!” This for a quart jar! 

I bought a quart can of a brand I knew 
I could trust, and when it came home 
drained off every drop of the sirup and 
brought it to a bollin a saucepan. At this 
point I added a cupful of vinegar with a 
few blades of mace, six whole c.oves, and 
as many pepper corns. Bringing it to e 


quick boi] in a covered saucepan to keep 


the strength of the vinegar. I poured it upon 
the peaches left in the jar. screwed down the 
top and set aside for four days. We had 


pickled peaches as good as those of the 


Skim this off and put into the 
pan in which you save drippings. Add te 


and « dash of pepper. Mix well and pour 
over the pork and beans. With a fork 
work these gently to let the liquor reach 
all parts. Bake, covered, half an hour. 
Uncover and brown lightly. 

This dish will be more delicate in flavor 


- than when the raw beans are prepared for 


baking by the ordinary method, The sav- 
ing in time and trouble is a consideration, 
and the lessened cost in money is some- 
thing to be thought of.

GREEN CORN SOUFFLE.—Chop eae can 
of green corn fine. Whip the yolks of two 
egge light and beat them into the corn, 
Stir in a tablespoonful of melted butter 
and the same of sugar, with salt to taste. 
Dissolve a bit of soda not larger than a pea 
im a tablespoonful of hot milk, and adé@ 
to the mixture. Lastly beat the whites 
of twe eggs to a standing froth and whip in. 
Turn into a buttered pudding dish, cover, 
and bake in a quick oven for twenty min- 
utes. Brown quickly and serve at once be- 
fore it false. It is a delicious accompant- 
ment to roast beef or mutton. .

Process an Easy One. 
There is no nicer preparation of spinach 


than this. The wonder is that so few cooks 
ay willing to undertake it, for the process 


simple. 

SPINACH. SOUFFLE.—This is an ex- 
eelient left over from the dish I have just 
described. 

Turn the remnant of spinach A la créme 
into a bow! and beat into it a cupful of 
milk into which you have dropped a tiny 
bit of soda, then the whipped yolks of twe 
eggs and the stiffened whites of the game. 
Beat all hard for a minute and pour into 
a buttered bake dish. Bake, covered, twenty 
minutes, Uncover, brown quickly, and serve 
before it falle. 

If you have no left over from yesterday, 
chop a can of spinach fine, season with 
salt, pepper, a teaspoonful of sugar and 
a little nutmeg, then proceed as directed 
with the cold spinach. 


CANNED GREEN PEAS.~Tirn from 
the can an hour before using, and Grain 
off every drop of liquid. It gives a “ fiat” 
taste to the peas. Now lay in iced water for 
half an hour. Put over the fire in enough 
boiling water, slightly salted, to cover the 
peas an inch deep. Bring to a quick boil, 
add a small lump of sugar; cook for a 
minute more, and drain. Serve hot, stirring 
a teaspoonful of butter into the peas after 
“dishing them 

The foregoing rules for preparing canned 
foods for the table prevail, with slight 
variations, with all vegetables thus pre-

Creamed Corn for Soup. 

CANNED CORN SOUP.—If possible get 
creamed corn for this. Your grocer should 
be. able to procure it for you. 

If you cannot, chop the corn fine and put 
it over the fire with a pint of weak soup 
stock. If you have no stock on hand use & 
10 cent can of beef soup. Cook gently for 

if an hour, then stir in a tablespoon- 
ful of butter cooked to a “ roux” with one 
of flour; a teaspoonful! of onion juice, salt 
and pepper to taste. Boil up once and 
serve. 
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GREEN CORN CHOWDER.—Chop the 
corn fine. Peel and mince an onion and fry 
it brown in a great tablespoonfu!l of butter. 
Turn into a saucepan and add the chopped 
corn, eur pilot biscuits that have been 
soaked half an hour in enough milk to 
cover them, and two dozen potato balls, 
cut with a gouge, then parboliled. Season 
with pepper, salt, and a tablespoonful of 
chopped parsley, and pour into the sauce- 
pan three cupfuls of boiling water. Sim- 
mer slowly half an hour, and stir in a cup- 
ful of hot milk which has been thickened 
with a roux of a tablespoonful of butter 
stirred up With one of flour in a frying pan. 

Serve as soon as the roux is mixed with 
the other ingredients. This is a nourish- 


ing and palatable soup, although it has no |

As you will see, Ihave taken the liberty of 
substituting “teagpoonfuls” of baking 
powder for your “‘ tablespoonfuls”"’ in the 
recipe for “ bride’s delight.""

I can comprehend how it happened. Three 
tablespoonfuls of baking powder to three 
cupfuls of flour would have made an odd 
combination which would have been any- 
thing buta “ delight.”

I recall that I once wrote “ pounds ’’ 
instead of ounces, and, had not the proof- 
reader ‘‘ queried” it, the atrocity would 
habe been publishe@ I have always been 
grateful to that man!

How to Make Rose Beads. 


* Last season, I made more than UU rose 
beads about the size of a pea.’ As I put 
them through the food chopper but twice 
they are not black. | Could you.or any mem- 
ber of the Helping Hand advise me how to 
make them darker? ‘They are not yet 
strung. | DILeuMa.”’ 

Personally, I know as Uttle of the modus 
operandi of the mannfacture of rose beads 
as of Sanscrit. But I am the happy pos- 
sessor of two beautiful chains—gtossy 
black and exhaling|in a warm room or after 
they have been worn for an hour, delicate, 
exquisite fragrance. In response to five 
requests for exact directions for carrying 
on the revived poetic industry, it is my 
privilege to offer today a trustworthy 
recipe for rose beads prepared with care 
by the correspondent by whose deft fingers 
the chains I have mentioned were made. It 
may be that “ Dilemma” may gather from 
these the causes of the mischance she re- 
grets. Or our fair California artificer may 
be able to answer her querry? 

“ROSE BEADS. —Gather a large panful 
of ros Put them through the grinder, 
several using the finest cutter. Be 
oareful to catch all the juice that drips dur- 
ing the grinding to add to the pulp. When 
all és ground, spread the pulp upon an iron 
frying pan or upon a large, shallow drip- 
ping pan. 

“ Put it through the grinder at least twice 
a day for seven or eight days. By that time 


it should be perfectly black. It is well to

seems dry or the bead is inclined to break 
or crumble add a drop or two of water. 

“Lat them stand from four’ to twelve 
hours before piercing them—according to 
the weather. They dry more siowly in 
damp weathér. When they are firm, but 
not hard, put each upon the point of a hat 
pin and press down carefully with the fin- 
ger until the point of the pin appears. 

“ Have ready a strip of aluminium three- 
quarters of an inch wide and five or six 
inches long, with a round hole near one end. 
Place this over the point of the pin and 
finish the work of piercing the bead by 
pushing it with this. (Rub vaseline upon 
the pin before putting the beads upon it). 
Stick the pins with the beads upon them 
into a cushion to keep them upright. A 
good cushion may be made by filling a salt 
bag with sand and slipping it into a paper 
bag. 

“When the beads are thoroughly dry 
take them from the pins; put them into a 
small bag and rub them hard between the 
hands. Put a dime’s worth of the best 
quality of extract of roses into a half-cup- 
ful of olive oil and leave the beads in this 
from six te twelve hours. Drain in a fine 
eleve. Put them back into the bag and rub 
off as much of the oll as possible. Then 
string them upon a soft cotton cord; wrap 
in tissue paper, and lay away for a day or 
two. More than one installment of cotton 
cord may be required to get the ol} entirely 
out of the inaide of the beads. ‘ 

“When the ol} has been well absorbed, 
polish the beads in a clean bag and they 
will be ready for stringing. 

“When roses are not plentiful and 
enough petals may not be gathered at one 
time to make a number of beads, they may 
be picked and ground for several days. 
Grind the fresh petals several times before 
adding to ‘the paste you already have and 
then grind all together. Do this, day by 
day, incorporating the various supplies 
thoroughly until you have all you want. 

“I¢ you are not ready to make the paste 
into beads when it ts ready, it may be 
packed hard in jelly glasses and covered 
with melted paraffin. It will keep thue for 
some weeks. H. E. G.”’

He is known to have met’ his ministers at 
railroad stations or on the parade srounds. 
When the reichstag is in session he usually 
goés there and follows the discussions with 
much interest. * If he is away for a day he 
not only. receives the reports, but the results 
of the day's special meetings. After the 
‘session the report is sent to the minister of 
the interior, who forwards it to his majesty. 
When he is in town and cannot visit the reich- 
stag the reports are condensed and for- 
warded to him by dispatch or pneumatic tube. 

By 2 o'clock the emperor is ready for 
luncheon, which is a short, impromptu affair, 
limited to three dishes, one of which usnplly 
includes steak and mashed potatoes. After 
luncheon his majesty meets foreign ambassa- 
dors. By 4:30 he has his auto ready to take 
him back to Potsdam, where he has afternoon 
tea with his family and some of his children. 
Thie is served indoors in winter and ont on 
the lawn. when the weather permits. Then 
the emperor walks and answers his corres- 
pondence until supper time, which .is at 7. 
When the family are alone, or with a few 
friends. dinner is usually over by 8, and then 
they go into the music room, where the em- 
press, who is a fine musician, furnishes an 
informal musical program. 

The guests leave at 10 and by 11 o'clock 
the emperor is asleep,-unlese he goes to the 
theater or the opera.

‘Traveling Doesn't Interfere with W ork. 

When traveling he works as hard as when 
at home, for be keeps in touch with every 
part of the machinery of the government. He 
always has a large staff of officials traveling 
with him. All telegraphic messages are pre- 
sented at once. When his majesty hunts he

T. would be hard to find a more capable 
housekeeper than the empress of Germany. 
Her ideal is service: she has devoted 
her life to serving her country, her bus- 
band, and her children. She believes that this 
is woman’s highest and only mission, and that 
women are happy as long as they keep to this . 
ideal. The empress has never interfered in 
effairs of state, and the dazzle of court tif: 
has meant little to her. But she has always 
found joy caring for the comforts of the em- 
peror, looking after her children, and manag- 
ing her household. 

When the Kaiser calls for his wife he 
finds her engrossed in the many departments 
of her housekeeping: lore in which she is so 
proficient. Though she does not go into the 
kitchen and order her’ groceries and meats as 
do her subjects, the chief steward comes to her 
study every morning and they plan the menus 
for luncheon and dinner together. She often 
suggests new dighes and makes changes in the 
menus as they fre presented. For she keeps 
many cook books in ber study and is always 
on the lookout for new recipes. 


* 


Emperor as @ “ Recipe Scout.” 
The emperor when on ‘his travels often no-: 


tices mew dishes, gets the recipes, and brings 
them home to his wife. These she keéps in a 
large album, and she has her chefs try them 
from time to time. This is only a small part 
of her morning's work, for she makes a daily 
tour of her apartments and those which her 
husband occupies and sees that they are kept 
in perfect order. Like most good housekeep- 
ers, she looks in the corners for dust and has 
been seen rubbing her finger more than once 
‘across a window sill. She keeps a close eye on 
her maids and butlers to see that they are 
doing their work thoroughly. 

The empress does not believe in foolizh ex- 
travagance in dressing any more than in con- 
ducting her palace. Though her tailored suits 
and her dinner gowns are made outside, she 
keeps a dressmaker busy all the year round 
remodeling her gowns and those for her daugh- 
ter. : 

It is said that she commands her regiment 
as well as the emperor does his great army. 
She expects her servants to do their work 
properly just as she does her part, and she 
claims that she has no trouble with her maids 
because she gives them such comfortable, 
cheerful rooms that they do not care about 
going out a great deal. 

She is so thrifty that none of the house 
keeping bills are paid without receiving her 
©. K. She keeps an account book and has it 
belanced every month. If she fibds ber bills 
too large she gives orders to the chefs and. oth- 
ers to cut down their expenses. 

As a girl she was taught to make her own 
dresses and hats, and continued to do part of 
her dressmaking for herself when she was first 
married. But the emperor says that their in- 
come is large enough now, so: that this is no 
longer necessary. Occasionally she goes to her 
closets, which are large reoms filled with won- 
derful linens, china made in the Berlin porce- 
lain factory and in Meissen, and with splendid 
silver service. The tabl® cloths are rolled on 
wooden rollers to keep them from creasing, 
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bas a special messenger go after him in case 
important messages are to be delivered. He 
ie often awakened out of his sleep to read 
some important message, and has been known 
to take his auto car and hasten to Berlin 
after midnight. Besides these télegraphic and 
telephone calls, he is constantly receiving mes- 
sages by couriers which must be answered. 

He uses much of his leisure time in read- 
ing about the industrial conditions of other 
countries, and is especially interested in the 
subject’ of American factories and_ railroads. 
He takes few vacations; even in summer, ex- 
cept when cruising on his yacht,,the Hohen- 
zollern, but here again he is in close communi- 
cation with affairs at home and abroad, and 
does a great deal of work. |

AS the first man born 6,000,000 
years ago? 
Scientists who have for years 
been studying the problem of man’s 
origin ‘believe that figure may represent the 
antiquity of the father of the human race. 
Robert Louis Stevenson, in ‘* Memories 
and Portraits,” pictures the first man as 
“ Probably Arboreal,”., and his imaginings 
are no more ridiculous or startling than some 
of the deductions modern srientists have 


made regarding our ancestry. Mr. Stevenson. 


says: 

“There is a certain critic, not indeed of 
execution, but of matter, whom I dare be 
known to set before the best. A certain low. 
browed, hairy gentleman, at firét a percher 
in the forke of trees, next (as they relate) a 
dweller in caves, and whom I think I see 
squatting in cave mouths on a pleasant after- 


noon to’munch his berries—his wife, that ac-— 


complished. lady, squatting by his side; his 
namie I haye nevér heard, but he is often 
described as Probably Arboreal, which may 
serve for recognition. Each has his own 
tree of ‘ancestors, but at the top of it’ all 
sits Probably Arboreal; in ‘all our yeins 
“theté stil run some minims of his old, wild, 
tree top blood; our civilized nerves still tin- 
gle with his rude terrors and pleasures; aud 
to that which would have moved our common 
- ancestors all must obedientl} thrill.” 

The first men, ot the first creatures that 
were more than apes, Were “ Probably 
 Arboreal,”. ‘but made adventure. upon the 
ground. - We know. what enemies, snakes 
__ epectalty, they Ahad to fear, and how. their 
—_— descendants share that fear still. 


as to the habits of the very first men, 
must be adviltted that they were certainly 
vegetarians. Their diet must have con- 
sisted chiefly of nuts and fruit. The young 
were, of course, fed with their mother's 
milk, and this feeding was very prolonged. 
Strict vegetarianism was never the practice 
of the mammalian baby, and never can be. 
But the: adults were certainly vegetarian; 
and we must disabuse ourselves of the idea 
that they were savage, club-armed creatures 
resembling the pictures of the gorilla. 
* 
’ Eggs Part of Diet. 

Like vegetarians in general, our first 
ancestors must haye been of a different 
temper; not aggressive, 
though light-hearted enough when free from 


danger in their tree-tops, and doing no more | 


harm to other animals than may _ perhaps 
have been accomplished by _birdmesting. 
Birds’ eggs would be welcome diet, and 
would be the only probable exception. to 
their primitive vegetarianism. Boys, 
whom we call “monkeys” without entire 
injustice, climb trees for birds eggs still. 

It need hardly be noted that the teeth of 
apes and of man are fundamentally distinct 
from the carnivorous type, but are ex 
cellently suited for nuts and fruit, be are 
man’s fingers, 

‘We ate not entitled to note these factz as 
conclusive in the ‘controversy tt arding 
man’s diet. They are important acd highly 
instructive, but it must be remembered that 
man is man, not “Probably Arboreal,” 
that his body and his habits are now pro- 
foundly modified; and there is a possible 
argument, on the other side, to the effect 
that coming down to the ground, with the 
opportunities it offered for more concen- 
trated and stimulating fare; such as small 
enimals would provide, made all the dif- 
ference between the ape and incipient man. 

* * ; 
Small in Stature.: ; 

The generally accepted theory seems to be 
that man has been inhabiting the earth for 
§,000,000 years of time. During this period 
he has slowly developed from the tree dwell- 
ing ape into a world ruler we find him todays. 

The modern gibbon is a tiny animal; 
and just as the modern horse is descended 


from a pig-like ancestor, so man is doubtless » 


descended from an ancestor no bigger than, 
say, a two or three year old child: An 

animal must imperatively keep 
down its weight if it is safely to keep up 
its body.. Those descendants of “ Probably

Be it 
never forgotten that we are dealing with a 
creature which was remarkably intelligent 
and original and curious, which could no 
more refrain from entering a hole in a cliff, 
once seen, than a modern boy can, and which 
would quickly find that such a hole had some 
desirable properties as a place of residence. 
This is a creature, too, which has exceedingly 
serviceable hands, and these bands, formerly 
used both for locomotion and for other pur- 
poses, are now entirely freed from locomo- 
tion and simply long to use their liberty by 
doing more than ever in the way of picking

Hence, we 
can begin to’ see how the observations and 
suceessful experiments of.one or two “ born 
leaders’ would soon modify and advance the 
practice of the first men! as of their latest 
representatives. The epiginal minds are 
wanted first, and then the receptive and imi 
tative faculty in the crowd.

Where, When, and How? 

Whatever the sequence and manner of 
events, certainly man did somehow come into 
being from an apelike and arboreal ancestor ; 
and when We have attempted to trace the 
possible manner of this evolution so far as 
the habits of the creatures are goncefned, 
we may pass on to face three great questions 
which evidently remain. 

Where did all this occur? 
occur? How did it occur? 

The first two of these problems, the birth- 
place of man and the antiquity of man, are 


When did it 


of old standing, and have reached some de-~ 


gree of solution. As for the problem of the 
origin of man in the sense in which Darwin 
wrote of the origin of species, that quéstion 
also has reached a new phase in our own 


, day. 


The birthplace of man, all are agreed, is 
in the old world. Like the light and all other 
things, he came from the east, and westward 
the course of hip empire and the light of his 
mind have taken their way. Man in the new 
world is clearly an immigrant, not a native. 
We do not find-fossil remdins of man or of 
anthropoid apes there, thopgh the new world 
abounds in noble fossils ‘of a thousand other 
kinds. There are no anthropoid apes there 
now, nor ever, were, but only tailed monkeys. 
The aboriginal inhabitants. of the new world 
appear, to have reached it, we think, by trav- 
eling from northeastern Asia, and entering 
the new world from the tiorth. ‘Land may

How Man Came Into W orld. 


We ‘have studied man’s forerunners and 
the ‘probabilities of the sequence between 
thent and him, and we have clearly seen that 
he has allies in the animal world of the pres- 
ent and of the past. 
that the abyss between man and these crea. 
tures is wide and profound. 

When the lowest forms of man have been 
observed and the highest forms of animals, 
and when the utmost allowance is made for 
the advantages of training and society in the 
one case and their absence in the other, and 
when all the resemblances between the human 
and the anthropoid brain, the human and the 
anthropoid habit of mind, have been gener- 
ously estimated, the how of man’s origin is 
scarcely one whit less formidable than ever. 


He stil) is seen to be unique and inimitable, 
and we are fain to grasp at the explana- 
tion of a special creative interposition. Even 
today the illustrious nestor of evolution,’ Dr. 
Alfred Russel Wallace, to whom we owe, in 
part, the theory of natural selection, finds it 
imposgible to account for man’s mind except 
on some such theory, whatever may be the 
case as regards his body. 


If a natural explanation is alone to satisfy 
us we must choose, it now seems clear, be- 
tween two. The choice need not be deter- 
mined by any time adyantage belonging to 
one or other, for modern geology and the 
fecords of fossils allow us an unimaginable 
space of time; and if we are offered a the 
ory which demands enormous ages, it may 
have them. One of the theories does make 
this demand, and the time has now come 
when we may venture to call it tlie classical 


theory, for it depends upon the unaided ap-. 


plication of the Darwin-Wallace doctrine to 
the himan case. That doctrine asserts that 
new species come into being gradnally through 
the inheritance and slow accumulation of mi- 
nute variations in many successive genera- 
tions, such variations being chosen by “ nat- 
ural selection” becange they fayor the sur- 
vival, of the individual and the race.

Methods of lighting and decorating are 
undergoing a great change as the result of 
recent study on the infinence of colors on 
Suman temperament, combined with a study 
of their illuminating value.

Value of White as Color. 
One of the reasons for the restfulness of

Side Whiskers? 


This suggests'a reason as to why white 
garments are coolest for summer wear, They 
do not absorb the heat and light from the 
sun, but reflect it off. In winter the dark 
absorbs the light and accomplishes more 
what one wants, so dark clothing is the cam- 
mon thing for winter use. 

Battleships are painted white tor this 
reason, The color used during war times, 
being more or less dark, absorbed the heat 
from the sun to such an extent that in hot 
weather the steel decks and turret®’ were 
hot enough to blister the fingers. Painted 
white there is a very noticeable difference 
in the temperature all through the ships. 

If you want a cool house in summer, paint 
it white. 

Black as a color for dress.brings out out- 
line, and no woman with a poor figure can 
risk wearing it. White against black is 
stronger than black against white, 

Draw two circles of the same size and 
surround them with squares of equal di- 
mensions. Blacken the circle in one case, 
and the square outside in the other, and 
your eyes wil] tell you that the white circle 
with black outside is considerably larger than 
the blac« circle with the white outside. You 


know them to be of equal size, however. 


This idea is used very widely in adver- 
tising, and by alternating lines of white and 
black a space ia made much more effective 
than if it were solid black or white.

My first suite of offiees in New York was very

was a desk, with several chairs and a telephone. The 
last office was the president’s and was the headquar- 
ters of our system of espionage.

_ We are not really efficient more than half the 
time.

That reason is that the human system does 
not, and will not, rid itself of all the waste 
which it accumulates under our present mode 
of living.

If we can successfully eliminate the waste all 
our functions work properly and in accord— 
there are no poisons being taken up by the 
blood, so it is pure and imparts strength to 
every part of the body instead of weakness— 
there is nothing to clog up the system and make 
us bilious, dull and nervously fearful. 

With everything working in perfect accord 
and without obstruction, our brains are clear, 
our entire physical being is competent to  re- 
spond quickly to every requirement, and we 
are 100 per cent. efficient. 

Now this waste I speak of cannot be thor- 
oughly removed by drugs, but even if it could 
the effect of these drugs on the functions is 
very unnatural and if continued becomes a 
periodical necessity.
